A loDg And very interesting debate 
took plaice yesterdtty np jn the proposin 
tion'ot Dr Heltncken to open nogotia- 
tioDs with the United Stales (or ihn 
• adoption of a Beciprooity Treaty. 
Tho hon mover's remarks were un- 
doubtedly able. Ho supported a pav'^ 
tial Eociprocity. While he would 
open Amorican ports to the admission 
of many of our native prodoctions, he 
■would only opon ours to similar articles 
from tho Amoricans. Foreign a;rri~ 
cultural products ho would keep out 
by imposing a duty. Tho reuiprocity 
we ehould tlion have would bo all in 
oar favor, and would prove a s[)loniiJ 
thing for us, provided Brother Joiia- 
tban — who is Raid to sleep with bo'. h 
eyes open — should clneo hit, optica 'i.^d 
dozo off while iho Treaty was being 
signed. But, shouUr ho hnppen lo be 
wide uwuk'.i, he wculd at ouoo pcrcoivo 
that to return us pvoduola aiinilar to 
thoeo wo proposed to send bito, would 
bo anolh'T instance (on bia part) ol 
carrying coals to Newcasilo. and 
naturally would afk the question, 
How are we to benefit from tbia ar- 
rangement, which admits everything 
British Columbia has to oifar and 
nothing that we have in our powi-r to 
send her? It may le quite oorreot, 
as our friend the doctor would seem to 
thinfc, that tue Americans need our 
leading natural productions quite as 
badly as we need a market for ibom ; 
but, than, is it not strange that their 
Statesmen are not found taking the 
initiative in a measure whioh is to 
benefit thoir own peojdo eo vastly ? 
To say to ibo Americans, Wo bavo 
coal, lumber, fish — everything savo 
agricultural products — in abundance, 
and these wo a^k you to admit free of 
any Customo' charge whatever, and in 
return for thi;t liberal ounccsHion wo 
propose to admit similar articles, and 
DO other, into our ports on the same 
terms, would bo tantumount to saying 
thot wo would admit nothing from our 
neighbors that it would pay tbom to 
ship^here. To term a treaty so wanting 
in reciprocal bonefivs a Eociprocity 
Treaty would be to bestow upon it 
a misnomer. It would seem like gilding 
orstigarcoating a nauseous dose which 
the patient would be sure to discover 
was nauseoui because of, it** a'traoMve 
oovering. It is. ueeloss for honorablo 
gentlemen to contend that tbeAmeri* 
oanp, by the decreased cost of arlloies 
to the consumers, would profit as much 
or more than we would. Do not the 
Bilenoo and decay now re'gning in the 
shipyards of the Eastern States, whore 
the busy hum of industry resounded 
betoro tho war, i ppeal more forcibly to 
the United SlatcH Government in favor 
of a reduced tariff on articleo required 
in shipbuil'ling than any resolutions of 
our Council could ; yet what relief ba- 
boon afforded tbs ButFjring iliousandH 
who are thrown out of employuient 
by tho exactions of tho prohibivivo 
duty 1 Not tho slightest; tho Govern~ 
mont looks on with equanimity while 
the British provinces just across tho 
border build the merchanl-marino of 
the world. Wtiat, then, is the incun- 
veoi^nce caused in California and 
Oregon by the impomiion of a duty 
of $1 25 per ton on 25,000 tonn of 
iNaoai^no coal per annum, compared 
with the distress inou'ied through 
the operation of the prohibitive tariff 
upon the shijjbuikling interests of New 
York ? and what prcspect is there of the 
inconvenience of tho former ailrueling 
tho attention of Congress w!i(mi the 
Buffering.s of the latter liuve failed lo pro- 
cure relief? In our opinion, noihiiig will 
be gained by appro, ichiiit; the iici^'hhor- 
ing Govuriiuierit in a hiih-iiii(l>lialf f|iiril 
on ihi.s ^reat question.
